should be, but I believe the 
‘ plan has some merit and a 
reasonable charge could be 


decided upon after a thorough 
a Study is made. 

“I would also suggest that a’ 
firm of competent sanitary en- 
gineers be employed to make 
4 survey of our present sewer 
y System and to draw plans and 
specifications for the installa- 
tion of any future extension to 
the system. The purpose of 
this survey being to provide a 
guide for future extensions, 
otherwise, we might find that 
because we have been adding 
; new mains year after year we 

have overloaded the lower end 

of the system. The cost of 
*’ such a survey would depend 
upon the size of the district to 
be surveyed. However, $3,000 
of this cost would be furnish- 
ed by the state.”

Sats 
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Nation's Press Puts Little Faith 
In “Peace Offer’ by Soviet Russia 


Apparently very few newspapers are putting much faith 
in Russia’s recent bid for “peace talks’ according to their 
editorials. Most of the nation’s editors are looking with cau- 
tian at the “hope” expressed by Premier Stalin, although a 
few indicated that the United States cannot afford to over- 
look any possibilities for peace. 

* Some of the comments from representative newspapers 
foHow; 

: “If he (Stalin) is sincere,” said the PHILADELPHIA IN- 
QUIRER, “he can prove it ,.. by taking remedial action 
with the United Nations.” 

: The PROVIDENCE, R. !., JOURNAL-BULLETIN comment- 

ed’: “The state department is correct in rejecting a two-way 
parley,” which “might raise antagonisms and suspicions inim- 
ical to the accord now existing between the United States 
arfd the nations participating in the recovery program.” 
« The ST. LOUIS POST-DISPATCH called Stalin’s state- 
mént “even more hypocritical and propagandistic than For- 
eign Minister Molotov's similar statement of nine days ear- 
liey,” -but added: 

- “Yet it is poor diplomacy to abruptly slam the door to 
any peace overture.” 

‘ The MILWAUKEE JOURNAL said the proposal “has the 
appearance of another Russian propaganda stunt.” 

The Journal added: 

“It would be easy for Mr. Stalin, if he sincerely wanted 
wor eace, to notify his generals and diplomats in Berlin, 
Vienme, Korea, Tokyo, Lake Success and Washington to start 
honest negotiations on all of these issues.” 

* The LOS ANGELES TIMES remarked: “Of course Russia 
would be glad to have a peace settlement with the United 
States provided the settlement gave Russia everything she 
wants,” 

. The MIAMI HERALD maintained, however, that “no ave- 
nu@ for peace should be everlooked. Though Stalin may 
bejplaying for big propaganda stakes, America should be 
able_to seize this as an opportunity to make him fish or 
cut bait...” 

* “Stalin is merely widening the breach between Moscow 
and Washington for the sake of promoting Mr. Wallace's 
election campaign,” said the DENVER POST, adding “. 
Soviet techniques will be generally resented throughout 
the country.” 

" The move was termed “a supreme insult” by the NEW 
YORK DAILY MIRROR. which said “The best treatment for 
su¢h a contemptible move is contemptuous silence. coupled 
with purposeful strengthening of our defenses and the con- 
tinued development of our atomic weapons.” 

* The CLEVELAND PLAIN-DEALER had this to say: “Until 
Washington gives some answer or at least an indication of 
its*position, it will remain on the spot as the party refusing 
to «negotiate. . . . Nothing can be lost . . . in listening to 
what the Russians have to say.” 

- The LOUISVILLE, KY., COURIER-JOURNAL believes “the 
state depg-tment is seriously, even dangerously wrong in 
flatly refusing Stalin's bid for a conference. . . , We cannot 
afford to leave a single stone unturned toward the goal! of 

etrce.” . 
. But the BIRMINGHAM NEWS, referring to Stalin's en- 
dogsement of Henry A. Wallace's “open letter’ calling for a 
peate parley, said: 

~“It would be difficult for the administration to use as a 
basis for any discussions with the Russians proposals offer- 
ed ‘by a man (Wallace) who was asked to leave the ad-

Senate Studies 
Anti-Red Bill 


WASHINGTON (2) — Senate 
republican leaders today promised 
discussion—but no early action — 
on the anti-communist bill bang- 


ed through the House by a 319 to! 


58 vote. 

Chairman Wiley (R-Wis) told 
a reporter there “certainly” will 
be judiciary committee hearings | 
on the measure sponsoréd by Reps. 
Mundt (R-SD) and Nixon (R- 
Calif). 

It is designed to curb com- 
munist party activities as a “clear 
and present danger” to the Uni- 
ted States. 

The Mundt-Nixon bill says an 
international communist move- 
ment is plotting to set up a dic- 
tatorship in this country through 
Moscow-controlled organizations. 
It tabs the communist party here 
as one of such controlled groups. 

With stiff fines and imprison- 
ment, the measure makes it illegal 
to try to create a foreign controll- 
ed dictatorship in this country. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, who heads 
the republican policy committee, 
said he thinks the measure needs 
“serious study” before the senate 
acts on it. 


Industrial — 
Accident Toll 


SAN FRANCISCO, (#) -In- 
dustrial accidents killed 152 Cali- 
fornia workers in the first quar- 
ter of this year and disabled 
more than 34,000 others. 

Announcing these figures to- 
day, Paul Scharrenberg, director 
of industrial relations, said an 
additional 100,000 emloyes receiv- 
ed minor injuries. 

Fifty-four of the deaths re- 
sulted from vehicular accidents. 
Sixteen were killed in the lumber 
industry, 10 in accidents involving 
hoisting apparatus and oil well 
drilling equipment, Seven were 
electrocuted by contact with high 
voltage lines. 

Manufacturing ranked highest 
in fafalities and nonfatal dis- 
abling inquries with a total of 
9,278, including 31 deaths. 

Women were involved in only

Six Miners Die 
In Virginia Pit 

DANTE, Va. (7) Rescue 
crews early today brought to the 
surface the bodies of six miners 
killed last night when a “bump” 
shot tons of coal over them in the 
Clinchfield coal company’s No. 2 
mine.
